A clever new , 
gun game...a mystical sword 


combat game ... and a wild, off-track racing 
simulator are the latest offerings from Namco 


America. The gun game is Time Crisis, and it stirred 
up plenty of positive talk when Namco showed it to 
select distributors in their suite at last fall’s AMOA 
Show. Now the game is ready to ship late this 
month or early next month, so operators and players 
can see what all the excitement is about. 

Available in two formats (27" and 50"), 
Time Crisis appears to be one game that justifies its 
dedicated format. Basically, aspecial feature allows 
players to pump a foot pedal, causing their onscreen 
character to come out from his protected position 
behind various objehés to advance into the game - 
able to shoot and be shot. As long as you hold the 
pedal down, you can move and exchange bullets. 
By releasing the pedal, your character ducks or 
crouches behind the nearest available cover: safe, 
but unable to see or shoot. The player starts with six 
bullets and “reloads” by releasing the pedal. 

The storyline is simple: you are the hero, 
Special Agent Richard Miller. Your mission is to 
rescue the President’s kidnapped daughter from a 
renegade gang of overthrown political power 
mongers. System 22 graphics, like those seen in 
Tekken and Tekken 2, deliver plenty of visual 
realism. 

Two different modes of gameplay may be 
selected. In “story mode,” players must defeat all 
enemies in four zones within the given time limit, 
before progressing to the next four-zone 
stage. Each zone contains four to seven & 
groups of enemies! Game ends if time 
expires before you clear each zone, or if 


~ you run out of “lives” (number of lives 


is operator-adjustable). If you defeat all ~ 
the enemies in each zone, you can 
experience a happy ending by rescuing 
“Rachel” from the bad guys and 
escaping from the enemy castle. 
“Time Attack Mode” lets 
players select one of the stages; he gets 
unlimited lives but must really race 
against a faster-moving clock to get the 
job done. Skill in this mode is measured 
by several yardsticks: how fast youclear 


each stage, shooting 
accuracy, number of enemies hit, 
and damage sustained. In this mode, you're going 
for a high final score, not trying to live the happy 
ending. 
First shown to the US market at the IAAPA 
Show in November, Soul Edge is a one or two 
player kit (also available in 27" dedicated 
format). System 11 hardware provides 
beautifully rendered, shaded, texture-mapped 
graphics with unusually sophisticated lighting 
effects (shadows, dawn, dusk, night lighting, shiny 
sword blades, etc). Based on motion-capture 
technology, the polygon graphics give no rough 
edges, no blocky shapes... these characters live and 
breathe, scowl and gasp for breath, vanquish 
enemies and die heroically! They can side-step, 
defend, counter and perform any number of 
dangerous-looking special moves. Players will 
discover certain combinations are needed to defeat 
their opponents, All this action is controlled by 
three attack buttons, one guard button and ajoystick. 
The storyline is some wonderful mystical nonsense 
about “clans” from all over the world who clash at 
arms during the 15th century. These tramp about 
the globe in search of two legendary swords: the 
Sword of Salvation and the Sword of Destruction. 
It’s shipping now. 
Another [AAPA debut game was Dirt Dash, 
a one-player driving simulator with a choice of 
three vehicles: a revved-up sports car, a 4X4 super 
truck, ora dirtbuggy.

VR LIVES AND DIES ON ITS ABILITY 
TO IMMERSE THE USER IN 
VIRTUAL WORLD... 

here are a myriad of HMD 

or Immersive Display 
systems available, as wellasnew 
concepts under evaluation. Some 
of the most important technical 
considerations in modern VRare 
listed below: 
e FOV (Field of View) Most 
HMD systems from 1993-1995 period offered 
fairly limited pictures, but the extent to which 
a developer is able to fill a player’s peripheral 
vision in any VR experience is of prime 
importance. A good comparison is with 
shooting games, in which a lot of the player’s 
excitement is generated when he spots an 
enemy out of the corner of his eye. This is even 
more important when the player is wearing a 
HMD, because the wider the FOV, the greater 
the depth of immersion. 
° LCD (Liquid Crystal Display) Search 
out your miniature television, find the colour 
display on your camcorder, then pull all the 
casing off and stick them on your head. A bit 
crude maybe, but in fact very similar to LCD 
HMDs in operation today. Advances in the 
application of miniature displays for the 
camcorder sector have had a knock-on-effect 
in the HMD market and this year will see 
larger FOV displays with more pixels per 
centimetre, offering a more immersive image. 
° CRT (Cathode Ray Tube) TV monitors 
on your head! Well not quite, but it’s the same 
sort of principle - although where HMDs are 
concerned the monitors are radically reduced 
in size. Very expensive cathode ray tubes are 
mounted in such a way that the image is 
projected directly into the player’s field of 
view and this produces the most realistic image 
available. The numbers of HMDs applying 
this expensive technology are limited, but it is 
hoped that cheaper CRT models will become 
increasingly available. 
° HTD (Head Tracking Devices) The 
computer creating the graphics for any VR 
system has to have an idea of the positioning 
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of the player’s head so the correct image can be 
displayed, relative to where the player is in the 
virtual world. This is achieved by HTDs which 
are generally expensive pieces of 
equipment which work using 
magnetics. Systems like the 
Virtual Glider, however, remove 
the need for HTDs by applying a 
mechanical system similar to the 
gearing used in an Operation 
Wolf gun game. 
° CIG (Computer Image Generator) 
Efforts to bring down the cost of VR systems 
need to be carefully balanced against the ability 
of any platform to outshine dedicated video 
competition. All VR games therefore need good 
polygon graphics, and since VR manufacturers 
are unable to build their own CIGs, they look 
towards a standard architecture such as the 
Tellurian AT2000, Division VPX or Silicon 
Graphics RE2 to fill the gap. Price, performance, 
and proliferation are the watch words for any 
manufacturer when selecting a certain type of 
architecture. 
B ut at the end of the day, even if a certain 
system is technically excellent, if the game 
content isn’t up to scratch players will stay 
away. Theconcept of immersive entertainment 
needs to have a game as its champion. And 
without a Space Invaders or a Street Fighter, 
virtual reality machines can only hope to live 
or die on their novelty appeal.

he networked version of Peter 

Jacobsen’s Golden Tee 3D Golf 
earned $NZ1200 in one Chicago area 
sports bar (“Season Tickets”) during 
its first week of networked 
tournament competition, according 
to Chicago area manufacturer 
Incredible Technologies. A game in 
the Zurich Inn earned $NZ731 its 
first week. A game in Emil’s Pizza 
earned $NZ508. 

“Tt looks like we’ve gota real 
winner,” said Wally Jasonowicz of 
A.H. Entertainers, a_ leading 
operating firm whichis participating 
in the test. “The only problem we’ve 
had so far is the cash box is filling up 
too fast!” 

Not every location has 
earnings in this range, but these 
impressive results confirmed what 
AMOA discovered with its initial 
shakedown of the NANI system: 
networked, tournament gameplay 
can produce dramatic increases in 
video game earnings. I.T. launched 
its tournament test with about a dozen 
machines on the street as of Thursday 
November 23. Some 24 machines were up 
and running by the post-Thanksgiving 
week. At presstime, the test event was 
planned to end on Sunday December 17. 

The LT. system uses a modem inside

phone line to accommodate the planned 
modem hookup ... but later, when their 
route man delivered the game on location, 
he failed to actually plug it in. 

However, I.T. said once the 
connection is properly made, the networked 
_ games tend to be up 


and running 100% 
of the time. After an initial shakedown 
and some minor adjustments, networked 
machines on location are achieving a 100% 
success rate of connecting to the main office 
computer witha single phone call, Morrison 
reported. Machines are programmed to call 
LT.’s main computer around 3am (or during 
other off hours) to downloaded daily 
tournament activity and diagnostic data. 

Printed signs are provided by I.T. to 
place on game cabinets. Also, a scrolling 
advertisement and explanation runs on an 
attached LED message screen which is part 
of the dedicated cabinet design. I.T. can 
update the messages at any time, remotely 
from their main office computer. The 
tournament offered $1000 to the first-place 
winner withsmaller prizes to player further 
back in the field. A $50 prize is offered to the 
best player in each location. I.T. will mail 
checks to winners at the end of the tourney. 
Hole-in-one shots are rewarded withasleeve 
of golf balls. I.T. plans to follow up with 
post-tournament signage which will 
publicise winners and possibly hold some 
award ceremonies on location. 

“We're getting quite a few 
tournament plays, with high scores that 
were unbelievable,” Scott reported. “Our 
concern was that posting super-high scores 
on the network might scare some people 
away, but they don’t seem to have deterred 
competition. In fact, we can see that some of 
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the top players are improving their skills, 
game by game. Players definitely understand 
the tournament structure. They are entering 
their full names and using their ID numbers 
consistently.” Unlike the NANI system, the 
LT. tournament structure does not invite 
players to become members of the system. 
I.T. made one software adjustment in 
its management computer to eliminate 
duplication of player 
names on the leader 
board. “This was 
something we didn’t 
foresee, but it was an easy 
correction to make on our 
' end and didn’t affect the 
field results at all,” Scott said. “It resulted in 
more player names on the leader board, 
which is encouraging for tournament 
competitors.” 

After plugging the game into the 
phone line, there’s not much for participating 
operators to do under the LT. networksystem 
as it’s presently set up. They just show up 
and collect the money. Unlike NANI’s 
network, participating operators on the LT. 
network are unable to use their office 
computers to log onto their games on location 
for monitoring of gameplay and diagnostics. 
(Participating operators are able to access 
tournament audit data on location by 
flipping a test switch. This enables operators 
to hold the proper amount of collections 
back, and to pay the proper amounts to 
locations). I.T. says it is still working on an 
automated billing system. The manufacturer 
pays for phone line connections for each 
machine and also pays for the toll-free 800 
number which each machine calls once per 
24 hours. 

IT. plans to run additional test 
tournaments in the coming months, 
including some events which will coincide 
with the Christmas and New Year’s holidays. 
During these tests, I.T. will address and 
refine such elements as play formats, pricing 
strategies, and procedures for billing 
operators and awarding prizes to players.

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CHEQUES 


he rules for payment of cheques 
changed at 1 January 1996. 

It was considered that “crossing” a 
cheque by writing “not negotiable” across 
the face of it prevented payment to someone 
other than the person to whom it was made 
payable. 

This is notso. Ifthe person from whom 
you accepted the cheque had no legal right to 
the cheque, you miss out too. 

A new expression has’ been 
introduced, cheques can now be “non 
transferable”. I cannot find a dictionary that 
does not use “transfer” as a description of 
“negotiable”, however the expressions have 
carefully defined meanings where cheques 
are involved. 

From January 1, if any one of the 
following 5 wordings is placed on the payee 
line of a cheque, it can only be banked into a 
bank account with the SAME NAME as the 
PAYEE. 
¢ not transferable 
non transferable 
account payee only 
a/c payee only 
notnegotiable - account (a/c) payee (only) 

Any other words marked ona cheque 
give no better protection than previously. 
The cheque simply has to 
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be deposited into a bank account ... but not 
necessarily in the name of the payee shown. 
The cheque just requires a form of 
endorsement. 

The new rules will cause problems for 
anyone who receives a cheque which is for 
them but not made out to the correct name of 
the bank account. 

The bank has the right to REFUSE to 
accept the cheque. 

Under the new law, if a collecting bank 
credits a not transferable cheque to anaccount 
other than that of the named payee, it does so 
at its own risk .. they will have to reimburse 


the payee. 
TO MINIMISE HASSLES 
° Make sure your business name 


matches the name of your bank account. Or at 
least ... clear up any confusion for your 
CUSTOMERS. 

° Print a line on your invoices and 
statements to ensure cheques made out to 
you have the correct payee words. 

There is an opportunity for debtors to 

DELAY payment. If they make out the cheque 
incorrectly and mark the cheque “not 
transferable”, they know this could delay 
payment for some weeks. 
. Make sure 
\.), wages cheques 
are made out so 
the recipients 
won't have trouble 
banking them. 

Ensure cheques you 
make out are correct to save 
having them returned to be 
made out again.

Banks will charge customers for 
rejected cheques (it could be $25!). So, it’s 
important you get things right BEFORE you 
present cheques to the bank. If you receive a 
cheque with words that don’t match your 
account and you suspect the bank will query 
it, get it changed to save costs. 

This new 
system ensures cheques so marked can only 
be banked into the payee account shown. At 
least this will help stop one fraudulent use of 
cheques.
